one artillery regiment (previously reported}, one engineer battalion and 
several Peace Preservation Corps units of 300 men each* The total strength 
is L :out 96,000 men* 

2. The munition factory in Chiamussu has been operating since July 1946* Or- 
iginally there were about 640 laborers, 4Q£ of whom war© Japanese* The 
number of laborers has now increased to 2,700* Laborers are paid 4700 
(t<>;Tj^un3.st tungped) daily plus certain rations of grain* The factory operates 
day and night and produces hand grenades and rifles.
